He is charged with charged with ob- 
taining SO, 000 from t'liarles W. Van- 
doren, of New Vork one of the heir.s 
of the Springer estate in ^^'ilnlingtun, 
Del., by the use of foi-geil certificates of 
heirship and oilier tlocunuMits. The 
Springer e.«tate in question is worth 
§20,000,000. About a year ago the 
prisoner Fvans (who is also known as 
"Panton" and Emerson"), along with 
C'has. N. Biercp, of Chicago, issued cir- 
culars setting forth that they were au- 
thorized to pay 85,000,000 to tlie heirs 
of the Springer estate about the first of 
Id&j, and tho balance in six months 
and twelve months after Bierce ob 
tained an introduction to \'aiKloren, a 
New York real estate broker, and by 
representing himself to be tlio agent of 
Ed. P. Springer, of Pi-ovidence, Pi. 1., 
whom tho heirs had ajipointed to settle 
kbe eatate,induced Vandoren at various 
times to advance money. Mr. Springer, 
on learning the existence of the Chica- 
go circulars, at once in.'stituted a search 
for the authors. lie arrested Bierce in 
Chicago on the 22ncl of Sepleniber and 
took liim to New York, wliere he now 
occupies a cell in the Toml)U,and Evans 
he traced to this city. The identity 
and whereabouts of Evans were traced 
by letters found in Bierce's trunk.

back in the hous(;,doiiiaiuled the money. 
She screaiiual fur help, when .Mr. Lu/iiT 
ru.shed from his room ami c1om;(I wiili 
tho largest of tlie burgl.ars, tlic one 
with the revolver, and was liuiiilliiig 
him roughly and would no iloubt have 
secured liim had h^ not fired, the ball 
[lassing through or near the heart, and 
Mr. Lazier fell dead. In tlu^ mean- 
time Mr. Jones had got up and got his 
gun, but unfortunately it was not load- 
ed, and the viilains iiiad-.- tinir escape. 
Mr. .lone.s is a wealthy farinei', and 
was p.-iid 8*^00 for hops yesterday after- 
noon, 'J'o secure tlii.s money was the 
object that pron)pted the attempt at 
burglary and resulted in murder. 

Mr. Lazier was about .j8 years <dd, 
and has lived up to the ia.st t\\" years 
about two miles from Picttin, lie i.s 
well known throughout the cuuntii s of | 
llnstings and Prince Edward. He, has 
been residing in Belleville for the lust 
five years, ami has been in the employ 
of Patterson A Rro.s., selling agricultur 
al impleaient.s. He was on a busiiies-i 
tour through tho country when he mot 
his untimely death, He leaves a wife 
and one child. 

Joseph Tompsett, David Lowder and 
Geo. Lowder have been arrested and 
were lodged in gaol last night. Thoy 
all reside alujut throe wiles south of 
Bloomfield, on the N\'est F.ake road, 
leading from Picton to the sand b.aiiks. 
Tho light snow that ndl Friday night i 
about the time the murder was com- 
mitted made it easy to notice foot- 
prints, and tracks in the snow were 
traced from Mrs. Jones' house across 
fields and along tho edge of West Lake 
direct to tho homes of Tompsett and 1 
Lowder, and Tompsetl'.s boots lit the 
tracks. The two Luwdersare Ijiolhers , 
and live with their father near Tomp- 
sett's, who is married and lias a family. 
Both Tompsett and the youug LowJet 
have a bad reputation, and have been 
sus[)ected of being connected. with some 
of the thieving that has Ijeen going on 
for the last few years in tins vicinity, 
hut no one supposed they were so hard- 
ened as to commit murder, Tompsett 
was present at the railway station in 
Bloomfield Friday afternoon when Mr. 
Jones received tho money for his hops

The Philadelphia Times says: The past 
year has been the inost disastroua ever 
known in the hi.story ..f tho American 
insurance bu.iuie.s.s. The 1<im-*o.s will u.xceed 
$100,000,000. .Many of the agents of the 
largo foreign and hmne cnuipanie.s com- 
panies represented in this city express the 
utmost anxiety regarding the future oi 
the insurance business. They say that 
the losses have increased to such an 
alarming oxtont that a thorough rovision 
of the rates has been deemed necesstiry. 
An association, composed of tho Phila- 
delphia roiiresoiitutivea uf all the com- 
panies doing busiiiesft hero met recently 
to consider moana for increasing the 
premiums. The nirent of one of the 
largest foreign companies said: "The 
number of fires th.at have occurred in this 
country within the past year v.uuld sur- 
prise ypu. Tho losses have In -jn constant 
and increasing. They will aggregate 
$100,000,000. It is true there ha.s not 
been any great conflagration, like that at 
Chicago and Portliiiul,oi' those at Boston, 
but the vast total has been made by the 
gradual growth of comparatively 
small losses." 



To undoratsnd ia to oxerciao intellectu- 
al faculiy; but it in diflicuU to conceive 
that miy one could express such arrr>ut 
nonsense as above unless grossly misguid- 
ed by ignoranco or interested prejudice, 
for it ia coumion knowledge to all th.it tiie 
law relative to tho arrest oC debtors about 
to leave tho country by extends 
and has for yeaia'boon applied equally to 
tl;e nriinlaiul of British Columbia as to 
Vancouver Island. further, there .'irc 
no district judges in British CVdumbia, 
all being equally judges of tho -Supremo 
Court of British Columbia, and ;is Buch 
possessed of co-ordiiiato jurisdiction. 

True, imprisonment for debt is abolish- 
ed, and vet;.' properly so; but that is only 
whore imprisonment ia professed to be a[)- 
plied as a process of execution for recov- 
ery of a judgment, where, however, as in 
this case, a debtor proposes to withdraw 
himself from tho jurisdiction of tho 
ccurt and obedience to ita process, ho is 
liable to bo detained whether he be An- 
drew t/iiderdoiik, John Butts, John 
Smith, or anyone else, until ho has furn- 
ished duo security. The idea that a 
judge ia to wait to enquire as to tho per- 
sonal status of the delinquent is to invert 
the principle that justice i;. to be apnlied 
to all alike, and if such were to be the 
case what guarantee exists that a debtor, 
however apparently wealthy, may not be 
hopelessly iiisulvent or fraudulently op- 
pressive! 

With reference to the proceeding being 
taken at an early hour ou Monday morn- 
ing, absconding debtors generally lime 
their departure with due regard to tho 
inconvenience tho unfortunate creditor 
may be put in stopping them, and without 
wishing to enter into thu merits of tho 
Underdcuik case or to attribute In that 
gentleman any but tho moat pmiseworthy 
motives, it does seem passing strange that 
a reference to the affidavit upon which he 
was arrested discloses the fact that he 
had rep.'atedly promised liis pursuing 
creditor a settlement until the Sunday 
preceding hisarrest. Before"A INIerchunt" 
undertakes further to denounce the law 
or tho judge isauiJjg tho capias for the 
arrest of Mr. Onderdonk, it may be well 
for him to place before his readers a copy 
of the allidavil under which the arrest 
took place. 

The siiii])le answer to "A Merchant's" 
complaint is, before you leave liritiah 
Columbia pay your debts or satiaty your 
creditors in some manner. ObseRVEu.

The " OiMlcwionk " Case. 

To THE Editor: — I see in your issue of 
this morning a letter from "A Merchant, ' 
which for confusion of ideas and lack of 
knowledge is equnled (.nly by tho Stand- 
ard's report of the occurrence "Merch- 
ant professes to critici.se. 

Your esteemed mi;rning contemporary 
in Tuesday morning'a isauo uttompta to 
give an account of the arrest of Mr. An- 
drew Onderdonk; but he has mixed up 
certain tecb.nical phrases and the names 
of difl'oront writs in such a manner as to 
render the whole re[ioi t uninlolligible .in;l 
himself a tit subject fnr a writ "de lunat- 
ico iuquirendo. " Tlie r(^port in the 
Standard is the only groundwork ujion 
which "A IWercliant'a" letter proceeds, 
and tho report and commentation are 
."ibout equally clear in tlioir id(^:i.s. 

There is, howovur, one idea in "Mer- 
chant's" mind which ia definitely express- 
ed, viz.: that it is "an outrace of a 
monstrous character" to arrest Mr. An- 
drew Onderdonk. Possibly so, from 
''Merchant's" standpoint. But, sir, the 
law ia no respecter of persons and in 
British Columbia the judges are ready to 
enforce the law as well against tho rich 
aa the poor. "Merchant" then says: 
'?If the proceeding can be justified let the 
law be aoropated. AVere "Merchant's" 
views ill this respect to be carried into 
etftfct, no class in tlp< community would 
suffer BO completely as that to which "A 
Merchant" profes.ses to belong. "Mer- 
chant" then says: 

"I underatand that l!ie law of proceed- 
in" by writ of capias does not. e.\tend. to 
tho mainland of British Columbia, so tliat 
its existence on Vancouver Island is in 
any caao a anomaly, and this aiumialy is 
mado the more glaring by tho district 
judge of New Westminster being the 
judge- by whom the proceedings in Mr. 
Ohderdonk's case was authorized." 



New York, Dec. "24. — .-V reporter of the 
Associated Press saw C. 1'. Huntington, 
of the Southern Pacific Hail way Company, 
to-day, relative to the publication of let- 
ters written by Iiim to Colton between 
tho years 1874 and 1878, in regard to the 
construction of the trana-contiiioiital line, 
which letters have recently been iiitiu- 
duccd into court by Mrs. Colton, who is 
siiJiig for a settlement. Huntington said 
it was true he had written several hundred 
letters to Colton, and in those letters ho 
may have siiokeii harshly of certain Sen- 
ators, and, if so, they undoubtedly de- 
served it. He was sure theie was noth- 
ing in the letters that he cared anything 
about keeping from the public. He had 
written Colton with the same froodom with 
which he would have talked to him, if ho 
had been present, about their businesa. 
Beyond this, there was nothing in tho 
letters, which had been repeatedly oU'erod 
for sale. Huntington said that he told 
these einiaaariea that ho would give noih- 
j mg for the letters. Their publication now 
by the San Francisco Ghmntole is no snr- 
prisi!, as ho was well aware what was in- 
tended regarding tho OultOD BUit. There 
is no specific claim set up. It is simply a 
suit for the Bettloineiit of Colton'a inter 
eat. The attorney who ia pushing the 
claim, it ia understood, is doing so fur a 
percentage and what he may make out of 
it; and failing in hia object, receives noth- 
ing. Colton died in 1878, and a year 
later we settled with Mrs. Colton. Stan- 
ford and C'rocker went t(j Huntington ami 
■said, "Lot us t;ive iMrs. Colton enough." 
Slie iva.4 given- §'JOO,OOU in nnnoy atid the 
balance in securities. While the con 
ilitiun of the finances of the road was still 
weak it paid her sixty per cent, for hor 
bonds- He was willing to give Tevis, 
who was called in to assist in tlio settle- 
ment, and who was known to have plenty 
of money, 8100,000 to atop into Mra.

Huntington said he was assured some 
time ago that he could make a fettloment 
if ho wished, but he had no case to com- 
promise. If a judginentfshould be i.'b- 
tained, which he does n<jt believe can bo 
done, ho will appeal tho case to tho 
United States Court. Euntington said 
furtlier, that he had been in buaineaa 
fifty yearn, and did not think any man 
could come to him and charge any fraudu- 
lent or improper action. He was willing 
to submit to tho iiispoctioii of honorable 
men all ho had done, and lie was prepared 
to maintain all ho had Haid. .

Nicola Vai.i.kv, B. C. Doc. 1, 1883. 

To Dii. Powell, Suporintondont of In- 
dian Ail'airs, — 1 have to inform you that 
Indian afl'airs uro now in this vicinity in a 
very procnrious position, caused by tho 
brutal and murderous conduct of tho In- 
dian agont, E. A. Howse. Complaints 
and romonstrances havo been made, time 
after time, against bis misniaiiagumont of 
atl'airs at this agency; btit without any re- 
lief being obtained, and now he has cap- 
ped tho climax, as follows: 

An Indian named Harper's Billy owed 
an account to a Mr. Waddoll, (W.udle?)

W.^sniNOTON, Jan. t!. — Tho national 
board of health has iufounalioii coiuniuni- 
cated by tho state dopartmuiit, of the con- 
tinuanoo of cbolora in Alexantlria. Judge 
Forman of the International Tribune nt 
Cairo says there are from one to three 
cases per day resulting in death and many 
morn cases who recover. Uo estimates 
the number of deaths from cholera during 
the past summer at double that given in 
ofBcial reports. Tho U..S. conaul-goi.oral 
at Cairo reports an ofiicial entiniato of 
48,000 to 50,000. Owing to want of 
proper care tho returns aro unreliable. 
In many villages of tho interior tho 
inajc-rity of the laboring classes died and 
iu some instances nearly tho ontiro com- 
munity tlisappoarod. There are not suf- 
ficient effective hands loft to cultivate the 
harvest crops.
